American statosnion. In appoaranco ba is

>Ierod, dark comploxionoLl, wltb black eyes, 
,;ray hair and wliUkors, combinod with an 
.•xceedliigly agrooablo 
expressioa and a 


countenance as opon as bis heart. Ho is of 
firm character, constant, enterprising; and 
ambitious, is a noblo friend, bestowing kind- 
ness on all, which not unfroquantly is repaid 
oy treachery; loving and aftoctionato in his 
i'nmily, kind and generous to tbo poor, and 
oansiderato to ail prisoners. He loads ft 
very regular life, rises at 5 in the morning, 
la^os hia cofCoo or chocolate, proceeds to bis 
olllco and thoro remains but a short time, 
when lie goos to tbo Artillery park, situated 
on the plains of Tocotonango, for tho pur- 
pose o£ reviewing his troops, which are 
kept in perfect drill, and in case of an 
emergency can bo summoned at a moment's 
notice. Ho returns precisely at IU, when he 
lu!:es bis breakfast, ai'tor which business oc- 
cupies him until 4 o'clock, when ho rests, 
surrounded by a loving and devoted family, 
lie dines at 0 and then goes to bis office 
again, wbero ho remaim until 8, at which 
hour, it is his custom to retire. So day suc- 
ceeds day with nothing to relievo tbo. mo- 
notony and constant strain of governmental 
duty, savo an occasional evening spent at 
Ilia tboatro, or a drivo to his casitas—little 
country houses in the suburbs of tho city. 


His wife is a young and-very handsome 


woman, amiablo, kind arid affectionate, and 
hpr manners are as charming as her beauty, 
Sha is very agreeable in tociety, which she 
occasionally ontew with her relatives, to the 
ielight of her husband. Sho is intelligent 
and accomplished, as shn speaks French, 
English and Spanish, draws and paint?, and 
plays the piano and harp excellently.
